is general, and reacheth all, who come within 
the Character of hating God, that he wtll wif 
the Iniquities of ſuch upon their Children unto 
the third and fourth Generation; i. e. He bath 
here claim d a Right to do fo, and will actually 
exert that Right, whenever it ſhall be found to 
anſwer the Reaſons of his Government, or the 
Purpoſes of his holy Providence. 
Ta1s at firſt view, may appear, perhaps, un- 
equal Meaſure ; that either the guilty Anceſtor

ſhould eſcape with Impunity ; or that the innocent 
Deſcendent ſhould ſuffer tor a Fault, which it

I. EN DEA OUR to ſet the Fitneſs and Ju- 
ſtice of this Procedure, in its due light, and to 
repreſent the Reaſons which concur to vindicate | 
this (ſeemingly) harſh, and unequitable Diſ- 
penſation ; and then | 

II. Wr1rsT I cloſe the Argument with ſuch 
Inferences as are deducible from it; ſuch as may 
ſuit with the foregoing Doctrine, and with the 
mournful Occaſion of our preſent Aſſembly. 

I. IN repreſenting the Fitneſs and Juſtice of 
this Procedure, you will give me leave juſt to 
name the three following Particulars, as the 
Foundations of every thing which ſhall be far- 
ther offer'd to you. | E 
I. TxAr God never puniſheth any Man, but 
for Sin. © 
— 2. NEYVER in ſtrictneſs, (the Caſe of our Sa- 
viour alone excepted) but for his own Sin. And 

3. Neves (then) any farther, than his own 
Sin deſerveth. 

UroNn the Bottom of theſe three Remarks, 
an ealy way will be open'd, to a Vindication 
of that (ſeemingly) rigorous, and unequal 
Meaſure of Providence, the Puniſhment of a 
more innocent Son, for, or by Occaſion of, a more 
wicked Father. For, - 
1. Thar innocent Son, whoever he is, can on- 
ly be fo in Compariſon ; he is only leſs wicked gen 

| is 
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his (perhaps) more wicked Father ; but hath 
Sins, moſt certainly, of his own to account for, 
and thole deſerving the utmoſt, and the ſmarteſt 
of all ſuch Evils, as we can have any Opportu- 
nity to obſerve him ſuffering : So that here is no 
Breach upon any one of the 'foremention'd Re- 
marks; ſince (1) here is Sin the Cauſe of his 
Suffering; and that (2) his own; and (3) the mea- 
ſure of his Puniſhment is within the Compaſs of 
his Crime. Thus we have the main Demands 
of Fuſtice ſatisfied, and its proper Limitations 
| duly obſerved. But now with none of thele, is 
it any way interfering or inconſiſtent ; if the 
Wiſdom of God ſhall diſpoſe the Seaſon, the C- 
cumſlance, the Manner, the Occaſion of this de- 
ſerv'd Puniſhment, ſo as to render it moſt ef- 
fectual, and moſt conducive to his Deſign, in 
infliting it ; which is giving it the moſt of Ter- 
ror and of Sting, to the Wickednels it is meant 
to chaſten : For thus, when God brings the Evil 
deſervd by the Father in the Days of the Son, 
who deſerves it too; it anſwers a double Pur- 
poſe, and gives a wider Sphere of Influence to 
the terrible Example. 

Bur, if yet it ſhall be farther queſtioned, 
why the more guilty Anceſtor ſhould eſcape un- 
puniſh'd, and the Penalty fall upon his leſs of- 
fending Poſterity; we may obſerve, 

2. TNA no Time is too late for the Puniſh- 
ment of the guilty Actors; that the Grave it ſelf, 
which is the Cure and Concluſion of all other 
Sorrows, can yet be no Shelter to them from 
the Vengeance of Heaven : So that the Criminal 
Mall, himſelf, aſſuredly bear, in the End, bis on 

ur- 
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Burden, and account, in Perſon, for his own 
Mis- behaviour. | | | 
TRERE may ſtill, indeed, be ſome Share of 
Puniſhment, which ſhall attend his leſs ſinful 
Progeny, thro Occaſion of his Demerit; but then 
It ſhould be conſider d, that the Evils here com- 
plain d of, are only temporal, and improvable 
beſides, to very good and advantageous Pur- 
poſes; So that how bitter ſoever the Cup of 
God's Wrath may be, in the Event, we know, 
it may prove Medicinal: And then the Time 
may come, when the Patient will have reaſon 
to thank him for his ſeeming Severity, and 
to kiſs the Rod, which corrects him to ſuch 
Advantage. E. G. It his paſſive Virtues be ex- 
erciſed thereby, and brightened, and his Mind 
Ke off from the Fantaſtry and Folly of this 


ceitful World; if he be humbled under 2 
enſe of his own Deſervings, and thence be 
led to adore the mighty Hand, which chaſt- 
ens him; whatever he 1 will turn to his 
Account; and it will be good for him in the 
Concluſion, that he was ſo. affiicted. 

Ir was ( perhaps ) in Judgment to his more 
guilty Anceſtors, that they were permitted to go 
on in Wickedneſs, without Check or Interrup- 
tion ; or elſe, perhaps, when the Goodneſs 6 
God had in vain endeavor'd to lead them to 

Repentance, other meaſures are purſued, for that 
very realon, with the next Generation ; and 
ſo the Judgment of God are made uſe of to 
drive him into it. It is however a Truth, 


which Reaſon and Revelation have both con- 
firm d 


| 
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firm'd to us, that zo Man knoweth either Love 
or Hatred * by any thing before him. The Tem- 
poral Diſpenſations of Heaven may be intend- 
ed for Lenitives, Trials, or Cures, as well as 
for Puniſhments or Rewards; whilſt yet the 


* Seaſons and Occaſions of diſtributing them, may

be ſo concerted by the Wiſdom of Providence, 
as ſhall beſt comport with the Views of its 
Government, and diſcourage the Workers of Ini- 
uity, by involving their Families in the Con- 
. of their Miſdeeds, 1 

WHEREFORE if the Children of ſuch 
wicked Parents ſhould ſuffer by theſe means 
above the Proportion of others, yet till, it hath 
been obſerv'd, that they cannot ſuffer, in this 
Life, beyond the Demerit of their own perſo- 
nal Tranſgreſſions. 

As for any thing which they may ſuffer 
beyond the common Proportion ; be pleaſed to 
obſerve with me, 

3. THar for this it will be eaſy to recom- 
penſe them in another World ; ſo as that their 
preſent Tribulation ſhall be render'd the Mat- 
ter of Joy, inſtead of Complaint, to them. 

ifivetion to be ſucceeded by Honour 
and Immortality; and a Gown of Glory, increaſ- 
ing in Weight and Subſtance, proportionably to 
any Over-meaſure of Sorrows, which may be 
here allotted to them, ſhould be encounter'd, 
methinks, without any fore Reluctances, or great 
Averſions; ſhould be met, at leaſt, with Con- 
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tent and Patience; if Fleſh and Blood will not 
be brought to receive it with Alacrity and Sa- 
tisfaction.—Let it's preſent Reception be how- 
ever what it will, and tho' in their Thoughts 
of it nom they ſhould entertain it rather as 
Grievous, than as Foyous ; yet ſurely there is | 
no Injuſtice nor Hardſhip upon them, if 
it hall add the leaſt Degree of Increaſe to 
their future (eternal) Happineſs : For then the 
Time will come, when they may look back 
with Chearfulneſs upon their paſt Misfortunes, 
and congratulate to themſelves the bleſſed Pur- 
chaſe of an Acceſſion to the Glories of their | 
everlaſiing Life, by the Gloomyneſs and Sor- 
row of a momentary State. | 

WHATEVER then the Deſcendents from 
wicked Anceſtors may ſuffer, on Account, or by 
Occaſion, of their Forefathers and their Guilt, can- 
not reflect the leaſt Diſparagement upon the 

uſtice or Goodneſs of God; becauſe he can 
10 eaſily, and therefore ill, we may preſume, 
ſo readily, improve it to their Profit, and ren- | 
der it thereby the Object of a reaſonable and 
prudent Choice to them. 0 
Wu we may obſerve yet farther of this 
Diſpenſation, is, 
4. Trar it often reacheth the Actors them- 
ſelves; and Parents live to ſee their Children 
miſerable, thro* the Guilt of the Stock they 
ſprang from. 

Tos the Diſeaſes of Mind and Body go 
down to Poſterity by a natural and eaſy Propa- 
gation. The Faults which Parents have either 
foſter d by Indulgence, or encouraged by the

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Perverſeneſs of their own Example, prove of- 
ten Scourges to themſelves, when they have cured 
perhaps their own Misſortune, but cannot fo ea-

Even where the Judgment is more ſuper- 
natural; and the Interpoſals of Providence are 
more remarkable and ſignal; the Anceſiors may 
often read their own Sin, in the Misfortune of 
their Poſterity, If it comes not in the Days of 
their Soxs, yet they may ſee their Childrens Chil- 
dren miſerable thro'.

Bur if themſelves ſhould be cut off ſooner ;- 
yet the Denunciation is always in View, and the 
Threat is recorded, and from manifold Exam- 
ples, they may obſerve the Execution: So that 
they have a ſtanding Reaſon to be ever on their 
Guard; and if not tor their own, yet for the ſake 
of their Sons, and of their Daughters, and of the 
Generations to proceed from them; They

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Now, human Laws have made in this Caſe no 
Proviſion for any Recompenſe to the innocent 
Deſcenaents, who often (themſelves) are innocent 
in the ſtricteſt Senſe, as having perſonally, per- 
haps, offended againſt the Laws of their Coun- 
try in no one Example; whereas, in the Caſe 
of God's Laws, and of the Sanctions which en- 
force them, the Scherer is always himſelf a2 
Criminal, always an Offender againſt the Laws of 

his Creator: The Penalty beſides, deſcends no 
farther than to the third or fourth Generation, 
(which the Tranſgreſſor himſelf may live to 
bear a part in) and a Recompenſe is in View 
moreover, for any meaſures of Puniſhment, 
which ſhall happen to exceed, tho' not the De- 
merit of the Perſon, yet the common Proportion of 
Penal Difpenſations. - 
No w, if the View of publick Good: to a 


particular. Conntry, ſhall excuſe a Sentence of this 


Sort in its utmoſt Severity : It a Magiſtrate 
of this World may thus (allowably ) treat an of- 
tending Subject, where there are no ſuch ſoft- 
ning Abatements to be pleaded for his Dealings; 
certainly, the general Welfare of Mankind, ſhould 
be, atleaſt, as much regarded, and ſhould equally 
juſtify any Proviſion made for it; the Governor 
of the Univerſe (the Lord of Heaven and Earth) 
may ſurely. conſult, if he pleaſes, in this very 
way, the Honour of his Laws, and the Reverence 
due to them; more eſpecially, when ſo many 


Circumſtances concur on his part, to qualify any 


ſeeming Rigours, and to take off the Edge of 
them, by à mild and gracious Execution.

1. Parents have hence a Leſſon of Caution, 
that with their Eſtates they do not entail'a Curſe 
upon their Children; more eſpecially, that they 
do not make their young; growing, Hopes Pre- 
tenſes for Acts of Extortion or Fraud. For, 
alaſs! it will little avail them to inherit an huge, 
unſizeable, Fortune, if the Wittedneſs of their Fa- 
ther be ſtill in Remembrance in the Sight of the 
Lord, and it the Sin of their Mother be not yet 
done away. As little will it avail the unhappy 
Parents to macerate themſelves with Care and 
Labour, to pinch and over. reach their Neigh- - 
bour in all their Dealings, only to heap up Riches 
{ Riches which they know” wor who ſball gather) 
for a prodigal Heit, it may be, who probably 
enough will add his own, to the Sin of his 
Forefathers, and ſo will treaſure up tor himſelf 
a double Portion of Wrath. They may be fiite, 
that the Parental Bleſſing unattended with that 
of Heaven, will conduee but little to the Wel- 
tare of their Children; So that, altho the former 
May cark and labour, be very induſtrious and 
very anxious, yet, after all, they ſhould at laſt 
remember, that the Condition of the latter, the 
Fate and Fortune they ſhall meet with upon the 
preſent Scene, is, as much às h Fruit of the 
Womb, it ſelf, an Heritage und Gift; tobich *

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of the Lord. With him therefore Parents ſhould 
be perſuaded to form their Principal and main 
Intereſt, to engage him in the Support and Pro- 
tection of what is ſo near and dear to them. 
But, if inſtead of any thing like this tender, this 
trulyParental, Care, of them, they will bequeath 
to their Families the Example of their Vice, 
and leave, each, an Eſtate incumber'd with the 
Guilt of its lateſt Owner, they have reaſon to

impious and execrable Awards, Royal and Noble 
Blood was poured out like Water, and the lit- 
tle Finger ot an infamous Uſurper foon became 
much heavier, than the whole Weight of Legal 
Majeſty had been ever found, even under the moſt 
enormous Inſtances of Abuſe and Corruption.

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Time ariſing between the great conſtituent Parts 
of our Government, concerning the Boundaries of 
their reſpective Powers, ought evermote to be 
carefully diſtinguiſh'd from the traiterous At- 
tempts of any private Subject, who ſhall endea- 
your to raiſe Himſelf above his proper Orb up- 
on the Ruines of one, or all, of them. A Revolu- 
tion indeed may happen to enſue upon the for- 
mer; whilſt Rebellion (odious and foul Rebellion) 
is the Name and Character due to the latter. 

Bur to return from a Digreſſion, which in 
this Aſſembly, may appear, I hope, exculable ; 
you will be pleas d to obſerve farther with me, 

3. THar, if God viſit, the Iniquities of the 
Fathers upon the Children unto the third and fourth 
Generation; then the Children have Reaſon to de- 
precate the Puniſhment of their Forefather's Sin. 
Me, I am ſure, have Reaſon to do ſo, who feel, to 
this Day, the genuine Conſequences of that de- 
teſted Year, which murder'd the Father, and ſent 
his Sons to ſeek their Bread and their Religion to- 
gether. ion SG: 
Fon this is plainly the deſtructive Root, 
which hath been vr forth, ever ſince, ſuch 
pernicious Branches; which hath crumbled us into 
ſo many Sects and Parties; which hath been con- 
tinually ſuggeſting ſuch Fears of what may be, 
from ſuch terrible Experience of what hath been : 
In fine, which hath ſcatter'd amongſt us ſuch pe- 
ſtilent Seeds of Diſcord andAnimolity, as threaten 
all public Spirit, all common Honeſty, all Vir- 
tue, Learning and Religion, with their malig- 
nant and fatal Influence. ' 
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He RE we may likewiſe very truly fix the 
Date and the Riſe of that Por Diſpoſition, 
which hath been ſo peculiar to the latter half 
of the preceding Century, and to the beginnings 
of the preſent. 


For, when Men ſaw Religion abuſed to ſo 


vile a Purpoſe by crafty Deſigners, as that of 


being made a Cloak and Shelter for the blackeſt 
Villainies; when weak, undeſigning Heads be- 
came the Tools of Faction, and Zeal, without 
Knowledge, the only, allow'd, Pretenſe to Chri- 
ſtianity ; when (as a * Noble Hiſtorian very 
ſmartly obſerves) Praying and Preaching were 
the Talents and the Employments of all, but 
Scholars; it could be no great Wonder, it the 
riſing Generation, were ſcandalized at theſe nauſe- 
ous Pretenſions, and fell quite out with a Relt- 
gion, whoſe loudeſt Profeſſors were, in the 
the main, directed either by very naughty 
Hearts, or elſe by very ſichh Brajns, 

Now whilſt we feel the Effect, it cannot cer- 
tainly be unfit for us to look back with Sorrow 
upon the Cauſe ; whilſt we are ſinarting under 
the Puniſhment, we ſhould ſurely confeſs the Sin. 
For indeed the Scars of this Wound are ſo far 
from being worn out, that even the Wound it ſelf is 


ſtill green and bleeding; we have not yet outlived 


the plain and viſible Effects of it; but as we are 
even nom within t he Reach and Influence of irs 
natural Conſequences, ſo are we likewiſe within 
the Term of that Judicial Sentence, which God 
hath denounced againſt the Tranſgreſſors of his 
Laws: And there are nane, we ſhould remem- 
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ber, who ſo nearly tread upon the Majeſty of 
Heaven, as they who inſult its Repreſentative 
upon Earth. 

How much ſoever, then, we may judge it a 
becoming Part in us, to diſclaim all Share, and all 
Concurrence, in the Sin of our Forefathers ; yet 
we {ſhould not, I humbly conceive, forget, that 
we border near upon that untoward Generation, 
which, in ſome way or other, was overſpread 
too generally with the Guilt of it; and theretore, 
by the Rule of my Text, we may juſtly entertain 
ſome melancholy Preſages of the Puniſhment 
due to it. So that it cannot yet be time (what- 
ever it may be hereafter) to talk of aboliſhing the 
ſad Memorial. No! to talk of aboliſhing is in- 
deed to furniſh a Reaſon for continuing it ; be- 
cauſe it will carry a ſtrong Appearance of Pro- 
bability, that we have not enough lamented, ſhould 
we ſeem indiſpoled to lament it any longer. 

Laſily. Altho' God hath declared his Right to 
take Vengeance even upon the third and fourth 
Generation of thoſe who tranſgreſs his Laws; yet 
the Repentance of the Children may (doubtleſs) 
put a ſtop to any Viſitation of the Guilt contrac- 
ted by their Forefathers. 

WERE the Sin, in this Inſtance, properly our 
own, the Example of Nineveh might yet encou- 
rage us to hope for Mercy, upon our repenting, 
as that King and his People repented, and proclaim- 
ing a Faſt in Sackcloth and Aſhes *, Much more 
allowably may we, then, preſume, where our 
Guilt is rather Hereditary than Perſonal, that, it

we 
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we heartily bewail it, we may be rid, at length, 
of its penal Conſequences. 
Txt Actors, it is true, in the laſt and blackeft 


| Srene of this Day's Tragedy, might be, and were, 
indeed, but few in Number: Yet raiſed, after 


all, they were to the Poſſibility and Proſpect, of 
compaſſing their bloody Purpoſe, by too great a 
Concurrence of many more, by too eaſy a Com- 
pliance and too tame a Reſignation in All: Few, 
as they were, who meant and committed the un- 
arallel'd Treaſon and Murder of this Day, they 
ad thruſt themſelves into the Seat of Govern- 
ment, and thereby made a ſhew (how ill ſoever) 
of repreſenting, and of acting for, the reſt of the 
Nation, the main Body of our People, 
Wer need not be over apprehenſive of taking 


upon our ſelves too much in any penitential Ac- 


knowledgements of this crying Guilt : Rather let 
us attend to the Encouragement given us from 
God himſelf to lament the Sin of our forefathers ; 
H (faith He,“ ſpeaking of his own People Iſrael) 
they ſhall confeſs their | Fug and the Iniquity of 
their Fathers, then will I remember my Covenant 
with Jacob. But if inſtead of this, we will ei- 
ther defend the Fact it ſelt, or the Principles, 
which lead to it; if any be found amongſt us, 


inſulting the Memory of the Royal Martyr, or 


magnifying the Praiſes of thoſe who brought him 
to the accurſed Block; in fine, if we on our 
hereditary Guilt with pleaſure, and thereby con- 
vert it into perſonal; it is much to be feared, 
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that even the fourth Generation, will hardly then 
outlive the Vengeance of his Blood. 

Uro the whole; if we have any humble 
Sence of our own Deſervings, or any ſorrowful 
Reſentment of our Foretather's Sin; it we truly 
value the Honour of our Country, or would re- 
{cue it from the Infamy wherewith this Day 
hath branded it; let us go on to remember it, 
for our ſelves, in Mourning, and Contrition, that 
it may never be remember'd againſt us, in Ven- 
geance, nor in Judgment. Let this ſolemn year- 
ly Memorial of it, continue long ſacred to the 
Purpoſes of a godly Sorrow, and bring forth the 
Fruits which are meet for Repentance. 

LET it proclaim, in particular, our juſt Ab- 
horrence of treaſonable, irreligious, Principles, as 
well as of ſeditious, and wicked Practices. 

INSTEAD of deſpiſing Dominions, and ſpeak- 
ing Evil of Dignities, which was the Shame and 
Scandal of the late Generation ; let it be the 
Ambition and. Glory of our preſent, to treat 
them with Reſpect and Deference, and to obey 
them with Chearfulneſs and Pleaſure. 5 

AN p whilſt we are arraigning the demure, H- 
pocritical, Pretences of the Age behind us; let us 
take into our ſad Account the Profaneneſs and 
Preſumption of that which is nom advancing. 

So may the juſt Avenger turn at length from 
his wrathful Indignation, and accept an Attone- 
ment for us! 

So may the Blood and Sufferings of the Martyr 
be expiated by Blood more precious, by Sufferings 


more available for Mercy, than his tor Vengeance 


AND 
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AN that this in the Concluſion may prove 
our Lot; let us pray in the Words of our ex- 
cellent Liturgy, _ 5 

Remember not Lord our Offences, nor the Offences 
of our forefathers, neither take thou Vengeance of our 
Sins; Spare us good Lord, ſpare thy People whom 
thou haſt redeemed with thy moſt precious Blood, 
and be not angry with us for ever. 


Even ſo, Spare us good Lord.
